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The Ford Years. 


When Gerald R. Ford became President of 
the United States in August, 1974, he faced 
uniquely difficult ciroumstances, Earlier 
presidents had faced worse dangers, such as 
war or economic catastrophe. But Ford en- 
tered the presidency when the office itself 
bead been stricken by disabling cynicism 
and doubt. The Watergate scandals and the 
repeated deceptions used to cover them up 
had frayed the invisible bonds of confidence 
that tle the presidency to other institutions 
‘of government and to the peop-e. Ford's 
primary task was to protect those injured 
ties against further harm and, if possible, by 
‘his conduct in office, to strengthen them, 

The President’s farewell State of the 
Union Message Wednesday marked the end 
of the Ford years. He stressed themes that 
have preoccupied him, including military 
strength, the dangers of inflation and the 
importance of national unity. But rescuing 
the presidency was his central task, We are 
grateful that he recognized it and largely 
Succeeded in it.
